It is noted that while claim 12 was previously rejected under Section 103 as being unpatentable over Langguth in further view of IVIacchia, 
the amendment of claim 12 would change the scope thereof. 

Also, claim 1 1 (and its dependent claims) is still considered to be anticipated by Langguth, as previously set forth. It is noted that 
applicant's arguments (on page 9) that 'The Examiner dismisses the recitation of 'connecting the bar of soap to one of the other items'" 
have been considered but are not persuasive. In particular, the examiner has not "dismissed" this recitation. In fact, the examiner pointed 
out to applicant that this is a functional phrase to help differentiate the claim from the prior art. Functional phrases in claims need not be 
explicitly shown by a reference, but rather the reference needs only to be "capable" of performing that function. Thus, as written in the 
Examiner's rejection of claim 1 1 (on page 5 of the Office action mailed August 23, 2004), the structure of Langguth is considered to be 
"capable" of performing the function recited therein, thereby meeting the language of the claim. 
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
